“Later [was given the explanation 
that the men's wounds were caused 
when they dropped over a 12ft, wall 
in making their escape. 


REFUSED TO SIGN 


“The Home Oflice officials were 
evidently convinced about it, and I 
was going to leave it at thut. Then 
my ex-prisoner friend called on me 
again, 

“When I told him he 
being deceived, Torn, 


bel pulled.’ 
oe uated him to write a statement 


and sign it, but he would not do that. 
He said he had been In Wandsworth 
three times, and feared what might 
happen if he went there again. 

“However, he agreed to write down 
the names of the ofMflcers who It was 
ileged committed the’ assaults and 
the names of prisoners who saw, the 
ussaults. 

“LT went to the Home Ofice armed 
with this fresh , information, The 
tesult was Sir Samuel Hoare’s an- 
nouncement to-day.” 

The prisoners who were uttacked 
were named Paskin and Clark, They 
were serving ferms of cighteen 
months’ for housebreaking. 

They escaped from Wandsworth 
carly in September, but were at 
liberty for only half an hour.

RESPIRATOR PROTECTION 
The protection agoinst all these 
gases is a respirator, Some coun- 
trics have fone in for collective pro- 
tection in which they have these big 
shelters where there is oxygen, ctc.,, 
but making rooms gas-proof is very 
fine untit a bigh explosive bomb 
drops near and breaks a window or 
something. So in this country we 
use individual protection which is 
the respirator you see here, There 
are three types of them and they 
are one hundred per cent protection 
ugainst any known war gas, 


This first type {s the Service type. 
There {s a rubber mask which makes 
n gas-tight ring on your face and 
the only way you can breath bs 
through the hole devised in front, 
Inside is charcoal and other mixtares 
which absorb the poison of the at- 
mosphere so that by the time it 
Teaches you, you are breathing pure 
air. 

The second type is the civilian 
respirator which {s exactly the same 
but the filter Is fastened on as 
snout. These are for the essential 
services, finhting, fire brigade, ame 
bulance workers etc. and will be 
given to the more secondary services, 

Finally there fs the civilian type 
known as the “Woolworth” type and 
is very cheap but they are trying to 
get It cheaper, It {s meant. for the 
women and children. sitting ‘in thelr 
rooms quietly and not doing much 
work. You will see it is flimsy and 
tapers for the children. They are 
one hundred per cent protection and

You are most: likely, I suggest, to 
overlook lights on londings, gurage 
doors and servants’ quarters, Motor 
cars will have. only side lights, buses 
and trams will run as usual, but they 
will run more slowly. The alarm 
signals will probably be tested, but 
that js nothing to you as it Is only. 
the black-out which you ore con- 
cerned with, 


THOUSAND DOLLAR FINE 

The mere fact of not hearing the 
alarm signals will'not get you off the 
$1,000 fine! ; ‘ 

It is hoped, by Saving this black- 
out, that people will Jearn to have 
thelr Nghts shaded ond it will not 
be necessary to have n complicte 
black-out, which means the breaking 
of the switches and extraordinary 
discomfort. Then there Is no Hght 
at all, as in war ‘time and no cinemas. 
You can ‘magine the panic in a 
cinema if somebody breaks the 
switch. So, do your best on Thurs- 
day and make a real job of it, and

RAILWAY 
BOMBED 


Line Damaged Near 
Cheungmuktau 


Canton, Dec. 6. 

Several bombs were dropped north 
of the city, possibly in the vicinity, of 
the alr-fleld, shortly before 1 o'clock 
to-day when Japanese planes visited 
Canton. - 

Anti-aircraft. guns were heard 
in Shameen, and Chinese. sources 
declare they saw five planes fly- 
ing over the city. 

Three Japanese acroplancs dropped 
four bombs on the Kowloon-Canton 
Rallway during oa raid carly this 
morning causing slight damage to the 
line in the neighbourhood of the 
Cheungmuktou station, and = repairs 
were completed shortty afterwards. 
Five Jupanese acroplancs participated 
in the second raid ot tiffin time to- 
day. There were three single-floal 
minchincs ond two machines with 
double floats, “ or ag 

They were seen “by a féreigner 
fiying over the countryside, north of 
Canton, where they were greeted by 
anil-aircraft gunfire, He saw one 
shell explode almost-on the tall of 
one of the plancs,- which “compelled 
It to. leave formation for several 
minutes, :) pee > 

The planes which visited Canton 
this afternoon dropped fivé bombs at 
a distance of 110 kilometres alont 
the Kowloon-Canton Railway, enusing 
very slight damage. It is belived 
that these plancs flew over the Can- 
ton-Haonkow Raliway also, but this 
cannot be eanfirmed —Renter, 

STATIONS DAMAGED 
Canton. Dee. 6. 

Damage was done to Tonvtowha 
and Pingwu statlons on the Canton- 
Kowloon railway and Yinetak mation 
on the Canton-Honkow railway dur- 
le two raids by Japanese planes, to- 

ay. 

xt 7.45 am. three Japanese planes 
were sighted coming from the direc- 
tion of Chung Shan. After passing 
over the Bocca Tigris Forts and 
Whampoa Harbour, they. flew alonst 
the Cantoen-Kowloon . railway. AL 
9.25 they reached Tongtowha station 
where they releused seven bembs, 
destroying sections of rails and some 
telepraph wires and poles. After- 
wards they flew off to sea. 

At 12.25 p.m. five other Japanese 
planes also came from the direction 
of Chung Shan. A few moments 
luter they appeared over the _north- 
eastern part of the city, Chinese 
anti-aircraft guns fired furiously mm 
them. ‘ 

After circling over that part of the 
city, they departed along the Canton- 
Hankow railway, At 126 p.m. they 
reached Tingtak where they released 
three bombs, slightly dimaging the 
track and some telegraph wires and 
poles. 

From Yingtak they returned to 
Canton and dropped two bombs in 
the northern suburbs whith landed 
on the open fields. pa 
Meanwhile, two other Japanese 
planes appeared over -Shumchun. 
Flying along the Canton-Kowloon 
rajlway, they later reached Pingwu 
station where they dropped five 
missiles. Constderable damage wus 
done to the track,—Central News.

LETHAL GASES 

Nose as is inevitable and docs not 
smell but you get a raw feeling at 
the top of your nose and start 
sneezing and vomiting and are gen- 
erally uncomfortable. That cannot 
sound u dungerous result Dut the 
whole reason of these two guses Is 
to get you in such a panic through 
sneczing or vomiting that you will 
not have tline to get your respirator 
on before they put over another wave 
of lethal gus. That is the third type 
of choking gas. 

Choking gas is a lethal gas and If 
you inhale that you die of internal 
drowning, more or less, The best 
known of these two types of choking 
as are phosgene and chlorine, which 
were uscd to a great extent during 
the last war. . , 

The fourth and most important 
type is blister gas of which the best 
known Is mustard and you will hear 
A more detailed account of that nto 
later lecture. 

These bilster gases ore heavy oily 
Nquids and when they splash you, 
‘you yet a burn which eventually 
burns Into a bilster.’ At the same 
time, the liquid vaporises and you 
yet a breath of It, when it Becomes 
a choking gas which will in due 
course also burn you. Mustard -gas 
Is a very important one and Is a 
form of gas which If any was used 
is I think, the one that would bo 
chosen.

Strosses Malnutrition 
“POOR GIRL’S GRATITUDE | 

The Hongkong Society for the 
Protectlon of Children will hold its 
annual meeting at the Helena May 
Institute on Monday, ‘December 13, 
nt 5.30 p.m., when H. E. the Governor 
and Lady Northcote will be present, 
in thelr enpaclty of patrons. 


The eighth annuat report, covering 
the perlot from November 1, 1936, to 
October 31, 1037, has been fsrucd. 
It shows that the Society has {n- 
vestignted and dealt with 1,539 new 
euses during the year, affecting the 
welfare of 3,690 children, 

“Tuberctilosis" appears with dis- 
tressing frequency in the Inspectors’ 
cnse reports, which reveal the extent 
to which their living conditlons ex= 
pose the poor children of ;Hongkong 
to the discase’s ravages. It was, 
therefore, a cause of satisfaction to 
the Society to learn from the Hon. 
Dr. Li Shu-fan, at the August mect- 
Ing of the Executive Committce, that 
an Anti-Tuberculosis Soclely had 
been formed in Hongkong, and it is 
hoped that members of the Socicty 
for the Protection of Children will do 
what Hes In their power to co-operate 
in the measures contemplated by the 
Anti-Tuberculosis Society to protect 
these unfortunate children. 


MALNUTRITION 


A Mulnutrition Research Com- 
mittee, under the chairmanship of 
Professor Ride, the other members 
being Professor Nixon, Dr. Uttley, 
Dr. Lee and Mr. F, H. Loseby, os 
representatives of the Society, has 
now been appointed. The wide- 
spread existence of marasmus, which 
{jy malnutrition in its extremest form, 
nmong the younger. babies, |Is_a pro- 
blem that is faced by this Socicty. 
Unfortunately, marasmus fs only one 
of the manifestations of malnutrition 
which js prevalent in the Colony, and 
evidence of malnutrition js in- 
creasingly found in pregnant women 
and nursing mothers. The problem 
is not economic and not a matter of 
polished or unpolished rice, and the 
malnutrition among the pregnant 
women In the Colony requires atten- 
tlon by Government and by the 
charitable, even though for the mo-

SOCIETY'S WORK 


The Society has continued {ts sup~ 
port of the Children’s Hospital at 
Samshulpo, which is under the direc- 
tion of the Chinese Sisters of the 
Precious Blood, and the opening of 
the new building on June 5 was a 
cause for satisfaction to all those who 
have-feltuncasy~about- the-need- of 
more beds for Chinese children In the 
Colony's hospitals. 

The undergraduates of the Univer- 
sity's Education Department have 
for some time been running a free 
night school, for poor boys, where 
all services are gratuitous. Pro- 
fessor Forster is responsible -for 
this. Among the children attending 
the above school are boys belonging 
to the clubs of’ the Boys’ Club 
Association (“Street Boys' Clubs") 
of which Mr, J, Middlcton Smith is 
Hon. Sceeretary. 

The Lien Yuet Sien Creche, In 
memory of Mr. Li Po-chun's mother, 
was opened on July 29 by Mrs. N. L. 
Smith. This creche in Clarence 
Terrace can accommodate 40 infants, 
and is managed: by the “Canadian 
Sisters of Our Lady of the Angels. 

Eleven boys have been malntained 
by the Society during the year at the 
two Salesian Industrial Schools, one 
nt St. Joseph’s College, two blind 
boys at the Haw Par Hospital of 
the St. John’s Ambulance Associn- 
tion, one in connection with the 
Hongkong Benevolent Society, one 
at the: Street Boys’ Club and one at 
the Tai Po Rural Orphanage. Two 
girls are being. kept at the Convent 
of the Sisters of the Preclous Blood, 
two at the Victorian Home ond two 
ut the Canossian Institute. 


AN INTERESTING CASE 


Since 1934 the Socicty hns malin- 
tained at Victoria Home a girl whose 
mother was Icllled in the gos cx- 
plosion of that year. This year she 
has received a sum_ of $500 o8 com- 
pensation from the Gas Company and 

as offered this to the Socicty. The
